INSULTED A GIRL. 


It Cau sed a Fatal Cu ttin g an d 
Sh o o tin g Affray . 


AFFAIR IS DEPLORABLE. 


Walter Holman Gut Tan Times and 
Welcome Tarsons Siiot Ihrongt 
tlie Fowels. 


A n insult to Maggie Greer, a 13- 
year-old girl, was responsible for a 
cutting and shooting affray nine 
miles northeast of Sedalia, between 
S and 9 o’clock Saturday morning, 
/ that will almost 
certainly cost 
Welcome Parsons his life, and may 
also result in the death of his neigh- 
fcor, Walter Holman. 
Parsons is a man of 53 or 54 
years, with a wife and grown son 
a former wife, and resides en a 
rented farm one and one-half miles 
east of Newland. 
He has lived in 
that vicinity for sevéral years, anc 
until the present time has never 
been in any serious trouble. 
Holman is 30 years of age anc 
lives a neighbor to Parsons, his 
mother, a 
widow, and Maggie 
Greer, a relative, being the other 
members of the family. 
Friday, so it is alleged, Parsons 
. visited the 
Holman 
home anc 
gressly insulted the little Gree 
girl, after which he used disrespect 
fui language to Mrs. Holman. The 
latter apprised her son, Walter 
of what had occurred, and Satur 
I day morning he went over to the 
Parsons farm to demand an expla 
Bation and apology of Parsons. 
Parsons was in the barn and saw 
, Holman approaching, so went ou 
* to meet him, carrying a knife in 
/ his hand, it is claimed, and ordereci 
kirn off of the place. 
Instead of complying, Holman 
drew a 38-calibre revolver, with 
which he had armed himself, anc 
fired two shots, only one of which 
tcK>k effect, the bullet entering the 
bowels and passing through thè 
I body, lodging against the skin on 
the other side. 
In the meantime, so it is further 
alleged, «Parsons’ grown son went 
to 
his 
father’s 
assistance, anc 
knocked Holman down with 


t rock, after which Parsons, sr., 
i Bsed his knife with deadly effect, 
inflicting no less than ten wounds 
• on different portions of Holman’s 
body. 
The most serious was the 
severing of 
the right 
externa 
, jugular vein, and a deep cut in the 
right kidney. 
Parsons was 
removed to his 
kome and Holman was taken to 
the residence of Green McFarland, 
' a mile distant, and thence to his 
own home. 
I 
Dr. Staats, of Beaman, was sent 
for to attend Parsons, and lost no 
time in summoning D r .W .O . Dun­ 
lap , of this ci;y, to assist him. 
Dr. W . J. Ferguson was called 
attend Holman, and dressed his 
wounds, after which he went to 
the Parsons home, 
where Dr. 
Staats, assisted by Drs. 
Dunlap 
and Ferguson, sewed up seven of 
tho intestines that bad been perfo­ 
rated by Holman’s bullet. 
Saturday afternoon the wildest 
of rumors were in circulation in 
this city, one being to the effect 
that both Parsons and Holman had 
d ied of their wounds. 
Thus believing. Coroner McClu- 
tiey started for the scene of the 
trouble, but en route met the mail 
earrier from Newland, who in- 


formed him that both men were 
still alive. 
Drs. Ferguson atd Dunlap re­ 
turned to the city after the supper 
hour and were seen by the D e m o ­ 


c r a t. 
Each gave it as his belief 
that Parsons’ wound would result 
fatally, but unless unforeseen com­ 
plications arise the recovery of 
Holman is anticipated. 
Sheriff Dillard and Constable 
Robb also went to the scene of 
trouble, thinking that one or both 
men had died, and returned about 
7 o’clock p. m,, bringing with 
them 
the 
revolver 
and knife 
with which the shooting and cut­ 
ting were done. 
Walter Holman is a nephew of 
Mr. and Mrs. S. R. Payne, of this 
city, and they are going to his bed­ 
side today.

The Pacific Express company 
held an “ 
old hoss” sale at No. ^19 
South Ohio street yesterday. The 
auction 
sale 
included 
554 un­ 
claimed packages, which had been 
sent to the St. Louis office and 
upon which the expressage had not 
been paid. 
The pa<!kages, which were of all 
sixes and covered almost every de­ 
scription of property commonly 
forwarded by express, were sold 
by number, the bidders not being 
permitted to examine the contents 
of the packages before buying, 
nor t^ntil after the conclusion of 
the sale. 
Big, bulky 
packages brought 
good prices, and their purchasers 
upon examination found as a rule 
they had invested their money in 
show bills or patent medicine ad­ 
vertising 
matter. 
Others were 
more 
fortunate 
and got goods 
worth several dollars for a few 
cents. 
Jim Ellis bought an old egg box 
for $i and he secured a double set 
of harness, which was almost new. 
He also bought a fairly good bi­ 
cycle for $2.80 and a bandbox con­ 
taining a ladies’ hat, valued at $10, 
for 25 cents. 
Trunks and big boxes brought 
fancy prices, but at the conclusion 
of the sale it was ascertained that 
the smaller packages contained the 
more valuable goods. 
The exception to the rule was a 
big package covered with gunny 
sacks. 
J. F. M. Counce bought it, 
and when he removed the cover­ 
ings he found a new trammel fish 
net, 150 feet long and ten feet 
deep, worth at least I25, and for 
which he paid $5.60. 
W . B. Williams bought a brown 
paper box for 30 cents and it con­ 
tained six fine 
ostrich plumes, 
worth several dollars each. Steamer 
chairs were sold for 35 cents, and 
a handsome baby chair was secured 
for 60 cents. 
A big package carefully wrapped 
and sealed, which looked like it 
might contain something valuable, 
was knocked down to a farmer for 
$4.80. 
When he opened his pur­ 
chase he found it to contain a lot 
of very dirty and badly worn un­ 
derwear. 
A colored man secured a paper 
>ox containing a dozen bolts of 
milliner’s silk, worth several dol- 
ars, for which he paid 35 cents. 
The sale was concluded at 4130 
o’clock, and an hour later every 
package had been carried away in 
farmers’ wagons and in city deliv­ 
ery wagons. 
The total amount of the sale was 
not made public, but the express­ 
men in charge stated that the sale 
had been a very satisfactory one.

J. J. Collister,commercial freight 
agent, Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 
right hip and back severely bruised. 
J. A . Curtis, conductor of pas­ 
senger car, severely cut and bruised 
on head and face. 
E, Hulin, motorman, passenger 
car, cut and bruised, face, hands 
and body, 


J. Gresham, conductor of run­ 
away car, bruised; not serious, 
O. C. Stechner, motorman, cut 
and bruised; injuries not serious. 
The runaway car was in charge 
of Conductor J. Gresham and M o­ 
torman O. C . Stechner, 
and 
was 
on 
its w ay to the barn at Ninth 
and Washington streets. To reach 
there the car should have stopped 
a few feet north of Ninth street and 
returned over the switch back into 
Ninth street and then westbound to 
Washington street.

Got Divorce from Wife Without 
Her Knowledge. 


OBTAINED IT BY FRAUD. 


This Is Wha t Mrs. Do rn Alleg es a nd 
the Go nrt Will Pro be the Ma t­ 
ter to the Bo tto m. 


Emil Joseph Dorn, of this city, 
a member of the firm of Dorn & 
Cloney, 
Sedalia, 
and 
who 
was 
chief musician of the Second regi­ 
ment, N . G. M., during the Span- 
ish-American war, later being pro­ 
moted to lieutenant colonel, is the 
principal in quite a sensation in 
Kansas City, where he has resided 
for some time past. 


Mr. Dorn was 
married 
some­ 
thing like eighteen months ago in 
Kansas City, and a week ago yes­ 
terday was granted a divorce from 
his 
wife, 
Ida 
May, 
whom- he 
charged with unfaithfulness aod 
other shortcomings, but the fact 
that the decree had been granted 
was kept from Mrs. Dorn. 
The subsequent developments in 
the 
case, 
however, are thus 
re­ 
ferred to in last evening’s Kansas 
C ity S ta r: 


A motion to have the decree of 
divorce, granted to Emil J. Dorn 
against Ida May Dorn last Satur­ 
day, set aside, was brought up be­ 
fore Special Judge Farr this morn­ 
ing. 
No 
testimony 
was 
heard, 
however, as Judge Farr, after an 
earnest plea by Dorn’s attorney, 
permitted the case to go over until 
next Saturday, when all the facts 


will be brought out unless an agree­ 
ment can be reached between the 
attorneys to have the decree de­ 
clared void. 
It is uuderstood that 
the anxiety to keep the case from 
being reopened is due to alleged 
unprofessional management of the 
case on the part of Dorn’s attor­ 
ney and another lawyer first em­ 
ployed by Mrs. Dorn. 
On September 27, of the present 


year, it being the last day of serv­ 
ice, Dorn brought divorce proceed- 
ings against his wife, making vari­ 
ous statutory charges. 
Mrs. Dorn, 
through her 
attorney, entered 
a 


general 
denial. 
On October 21, 
there having been a reconciliation, 
the divorce suit was dismissed and 
Mrs. Dorn presumed that the mat­ 
ter was permanently settled. 
She 
and her husband were living to­ 
gether in apparent happiness. 


Teu days ago, according to Mrs. 
Dorn, her attorney sent for her and 
told her that her husband’s attor­ 
ney had proposed that Dorn would 
pay her liberally should she con­ 
sent to allow 
the divorce to be 
granted without a contest. 
This 
she positively refused to do. 
She 
said there was nothing whatever 
said about having the case rein­ 
stated on the docket after her re­ 
fusal. 
Last Saturday, so the story goes, 
Dorn and his attorney appeared be­ 
fore Judge Farr. 
They showed a 
stipulation where Mrs. Dorn’s at­ 
torneys had agreed to have the case 
reinstated 
on 
the 
docket. 
E vi­ 
dence was heard and 
Dorn 
was 
granted a divorce. 
Dorn, it is al­ 
leged, returned to his wife, and 
she says he was unusually kind and 
affectionate. 
He 
remained 
with 
her until Monday, 
but gave 
no 
hint as to what had taken place in 
the divorce court. 
Last Monday Mrs. Dorn called 
upon her attorney. 
A s she entered 
his office, she says he said : 
“ Well, you are a divorced wo­ 
ma n. Here is $350 for you.” 
Mrs. Dorn 
says she was dumb­ 
founded and told the lawyer 
that 
he had exceeded his authority, and 
asked if the 
decree 
could 
not be 
set aside. 
She 
says she was told 
that such a proceeding was impos­ 
sible. 
She 
hurried to Dorn’s 
at­ 
torney. 
There, she says, she was 
given most outrageous 
treatment. 
She 
contends 
that the lawyer or­ 
dered 
her 
out of the 
office, de­ 
nounced her in objectionable terms 
aud threatened her 
with* prosecu- 
tioo it 
sbe 
dared to have 
the di­ 
vorce decree set aside. 


the treatment given her. 
It was 
then that the motion was prepared 
and filed to have the divorce set 
aside. 
In 
court 
this 
morning 
Dorn’s attorneys first fought for 
time 
by asking that the petition 
charging fraud 
on 
the 
part 
of 
Dorn and his attorney be made 
more definite and certain. 
This 
was overruled, and it was then 
that Dorn’s lawyer asked for a con­ 
ference with the judge in chambers. 
Judge Farr and all the attorneys 
retired, 
when 
Dorn’s 
attorney 
made another plea for time. 
It is 
also understood that Mrs. Dorn’s 
first attorney admitted having re­ 
ceived a fee from Dorn, and it was 
for that reason that he had agreed 
to the reinstatement of the case. 
Mrs. Dorn is a young woman 
under 30 years of age. She is good 
looking and was dressed well this 
morning. 
Dorn is the proprietor of Speth’s 
hand 
laundry, 311 
West Tenth 
street. 
He is a man of consider­ 
able means.
